A vigil in Halifax to commemorate lost sex- 
trade workers that is usually privately held 
is going public this year in light of escalat¬ 
ing violence against women in the trade, 
said its organizer. 

Family, friends and advocates will gath¬ 
er in Grand Parade Square on Friday 
evening to mark the International Day to 
End Violence Against Sex Workers. 

The pubhc vigil, which will take place at 
6 p.m., is the first of its kind in Nova Scotia, 
said Rene Ross, director of Stepping Stone, 
a Halifax organization that assists sex trade 
workers, adding that it will help shed light 
on a dark situation. 

“We wanted to come together and send 
a message to the community that sex-trade 
workers are people too and they’re our 
mothers, daughters and friends,” she said 
yesterday. “As violence continues to esca¬ 
late, and the stigma remains, we want to 
come out... and show eveiybody that sex 
workers are people who are deserving of 
the same rights.” 


Gone forever

the murder of Halifax sex worker Nadine 
Taylor, pictured. 

► The 29-year-old was reported missing July 
31, and in September police announced 
they were treating the case as a homicide, 
though her body was never found. 

Stepping Stone asks that attendees 
bring a red umbrella, which has been a 
symbol for sex workers’ resistance since its 
first appearance in Venice, Italy, in 2000. 

Ross said the red umbrella signifies “re¬ 
sistance to discrimination and the re¬ 
silience of sex workers and their 
advocates.”

The sentencing of an 
Avondale man convicted 
of hate crimes has been 
postponed until the new 
year. 

Justin Rehberg, 20, will 
now be sentenced at 
Hants County provincial 
court in Windsor on Jan. 
11 for his part in burning 
a cross on the lawn of an 
interracial couple last Feb- 
ruaiy. 

Both he and his 21-year- 
old brother Nathan have 
been found guilty of incit¬ 
ing hatred in the incident. 
They are also both guilty 
of criminal harassment. 


Nathan Rehberg will be 
sentenced on Jan. 10, the 
day before Justin is to re¬ 
ceive his sentence. 

Shane Howe, who is 
black, and Michelle Lyon, 
who is white, awoke in 
the morning last Feb. 21 
to a 2.5-metre cross, com¬ 
plete with a noose, burn¬ 
ing on their lawn. 

Howe said when he ex¬ 
ited the house to investi¬ 
gate, somebody shouted 
“Die, n—r, die.” 

The Rehbergs are dis¬ 
tant cousins to Lyon. 

Justin Rehberg has testi¬ 
fied the cross burning was 
an attempt at vengeance, 
alleging the couple spread 
rumours about himself 
and his brother.

"I was standing on 
the sidewalk and there 
was enough room that he 
could have walked by with¬ 
out any contact."

“It happens 
pretty much every time I 
see them," he said.

Staff gets 
direction 
on paring 
budget 

Municipal staff received 
direction on how to trim 
$13.9 million from the 
budget yesterday. 

Council spent most of the 
second day of budget 
briefings in private. 

When they emerged af¬ 
ter three hours, they 
directed staff to provide 
options on increasing the 
property tax rate, cut 
services by at least $3 mil¬ 
lion and look at different 
ways to save money in 
service delivery. 

“What we’re looking 
for is a zero rate increase 
and that’s the nuts and 
bolts. The other options 
we put in there are just to 
allow for some 
flexibility,” Coun. Steve 
Adams said after the 
meeting. 

He said council is look¬ 
ing to see how they can 
balance the books 
without raising property 
taxes. 

“But increasing it 
would be CPI (Consumer 
Price Index),” he said. 

On Monday, Coun. Jack¬ 
ie Barkhouse suggested 
staff may be too manage¬ 
ment heavy and Mayor Pe¬ 
ter Kelly said those 
concerns could be raised 
in a private meeting. 

Yesterday, Adams’ mo¬ 
tion suggested they look 
at options in staffing. 

“Alternate service deliv¬ 
ery, which would include, 
but not be limited to, con¬ 
tracting out,” Adams said. 

“There’s no specific de¬ 
partment, it’s just looking 
at options.” 

Staff will return with a 
report outlining these op¬ 
tions in Januaiy.

A coalition of Maritime na¬ 
tives has failed to prove 
off-reserve Indians will be 
hurt by Ottawa’s decision 
to scrap the mandatoiy 
long-form census, a lawyer 
representing the federal 
government told Federal 
Court in Halifax yesterday. 

Kathleen McManus was 
responding to the group’s 
argument that the federal 
cabinet’s decision to re¬ 
place the mandatoiy form 
with a voluntaiy survey in 
2011 violates the constitu¬ 
tional rights of aboriginals 
and equality provisions of 
the Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. 

The group argues the 
voluntary nature of the 
2011 national household 
survey — and some of its 
confusing questions about 
native identity — will pro¬ 
duce skewed data about 
off-reserve populations, 
leaving them at a disad¬ 
vantage when compared 
with non-natives. 

The group’s lawyer, 
Anne Smith, told the court 
that about 98 per cent of 
the long forms were filled

Violence greets 

Berlusconi’s 

victory 

O Down-to-the-wire confidence votes capped hours 
of tension inside and outside parliament 


Prime Minister Silvio 
Berlusconi won back-to- 
back confidence votes yes¬ 
terday in the Italian 
parliament, narrowly sur¬ 
viving one of the toughest 
fights of his political life. 
But violent protests greeted 
his victoiy, as rioters 
torched cars, smashed win¬ 
dows and clashed with po¬ 
lice. 

Riot police fired tear gas 
to tiy to disperse the 
crowds in Rome after earli¬ 
er trying to cordon off the 
area around parliament. 
Clouds of tear gas and or¬ 
ange flares engulfed some 
streets. Shops full of Christ¬ 


mas goods hurriedly closed 
down, and employees at 
one bank cowered in fear as 
waves of stone-throwing 
youths swept by. 

Tensions inside parlia¬ 
ment’s lower house had 
boiled over earlier in the 
day, as lawmakers pushed 
and shoved each other, 
forcing a brief suspension 
in the voting. 

Ultimately, Berlusconi 
survived the Chamber of 
Deputies’ no-confidence 
motion by just three votes 
after a more comfortable 
victoiy in the Senate earlier 
in the day. The outcome of 
the highly uncertain votes 


attested to Berlusconi’s un¬ 
canny ability to survive, 
even when nearly all indica¬ 
tions pointed to a govern¬ 
ment collapse. Yet it also 
indicated he will have a dif¬ 
ficult time governing, given 
the narrow margin. 

Berlusconi had been 
weakened after a year dom¬ 
inated by sex scandals, cor¬ 
ruption charges against 
some of his aides and a 
breakup with a close politi¬ 
cal ally. 

But the 74-year-old bat¬ 
tled back, swajdng a few 
crucial lawmakers to vote 
in his favour.

Volcanoes 
of ice on 
Titan, say 
scientists 

Scientists said yesterday 
they have found the best 
evidence yet of ice volca¬ 
noes on Saturn’s giant 
moon Titan. 

Unlike volcanoes on 
Earth, such a volcano on 
Titan may spew ice and 
hydrocarbons instead of 
molten lava. 

“We finally have some 


proof that Titan is an 
active world,” said geo¬ 
physicist Randolph Kirk 
of the U.S. Geological 
Survey, who presented 
the findings. 

The latest evidence 
comes from the interna¬ 
tional Cassini spacecraft, 
which spied two peaks 
over 3,000 feet tall and 
what looked like old vol¬ 
canic flows. Researchers 
said the landforms 
resembled Mount Etna 
in Italy or Laid volcano 
in Iceland. 

There’s no sign of vol¬ 
canic activity on Titan, 
though scientists are 
keeping watch.

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300 stranded in SW

A family en route to a 
beach vacation, truckers 
hauling loads, commuters 
and even a British hip-hop 
star unwittingly joined a 
300-strong fraternity of 
snowbound motorists 
trapped in vehicles 
overnight as a fierce storm 
walloped southwestern 
Ontario. 

With everyone believed 
to have been rescued from 
snow-swept Highway 402 
by late yesterday 
afternoon, all that was left 
was a final sweep to make 
sure no one was missed — 
and a massive cleanup. 

Some 300 people were 
thought to be stranded 
when drifting snow and 


zero visibility forced 
police to close a 30-kilome- 
tre stretch of the highway 
east of Sarnia on Monday. 

Motorists had no option 
but to hunker down in 
their vehicles and wait for 
help. 

That aid came vyith the 
daylight, as military heli¬ 
copters and buses were 
employed to take 237 peo¬ 
ple to safety.

Ontario agencies to 
be cut by 5%: Minister 


Ontario’s Liberal govern¬ 
ment plans to get rid of at 
least 12 of its 259 agen¬ 
cies and eliminate perks 
like golf club and gym 
memberships for public 
servants. Finance Minis¬ 
ter Dwight Duncan said 
yesterday. 

The number of govern¬ 
ment agencies will be re¬ 
duced by five per cent as 
part of the government’s 
cost-cutting plans to trim 
the near $ 19-billion 
deficit, Duncan an¬ 
nounced in a speech to 
the Canadian Club. 

“In these difficult 
times, we need to look 
under every stone to cut 
back on agencies with 
overlapping functions or 
agencies whose fiinction 
could either cease to exist 
or simply be performed 
more efficiently by other 
means," he said. 

The government has 
already identified more 
than a dozen Children’s 
Aid Societies that will be 
consolidated into half 
that number, and other 
CAS agencies have asked 
to be added to the list, 
said Duncan. 

However, the Opposi¬ 


tion said tliere are much 
bigger agencies that 
should be eliminated, 
such as the Ontario Pow¬ 
er Authority and Local 
Health Integration Net¬ 
works. 

“Honest to God, you 
could take any three let¬ 
ters of the alphabet, put 
them in any order and 
you’ll get some Ontario 
government agency, 

board or commission that 
you’ve never heard of but 
you’re paying tens of mil¬ 
lions of dollars a year to 
sustain,” said Progressive 
Conservative Leader Tim 
Hudak. 

“We need to do a sun¬ 
set review on all agen¬ 
cies, boards, 

commissions and govern¬ 
ment programs to Justify 
their ongoing value and if 
they can’t, you close 
them down." 

Duncan also an¬ 
nounced a ban on golf 
club and gym member¬ 
ships, season tickets to 
sporting events, and 
lump sum payments for 
travel without receipts, 
throughout the broader 
public service.

The forestiy industiy will 
return to profitability this 
year due to a mini-boom in 
the Canadian housing mar¬ 
ket, a slight improvement 
in U.S. demand, and grow¬ 
ing exports to China, a re¬ 
port by the Conference 
Board of Canada says. 

“After three years of loss¬ 
es, a surge in prices and de¬ 


mand lined up favourably 
early this year for the indus¬ 
tiy,” said Jacqueline Palladi- 
ni, an economist at the 
Conference Board. 

Canadian production 
likely grew by 10.6 per cent 
in 2010, according to the 
Conference Board’s latest 
review of the industiy. 

Revenues are increasing 


this year for the first time 
since 2004. Despite rising 
costs, the industiy is ex¬ 
pected to post a profit of 
$476 million in 2010. 

The forestiy sector was 
particularly hard hit during 
the recent recession due to 
slower demand for lumber 
for construction that com¬ 
pounded problems caused 


by a decline in demand for 
paper and newsprint. 

“Between 2000 and 
2010, Canadian exports to 
China have increased by 
3,300 per cent. In fact, 
Canada surpassed Russia 
this year as the biggest ex¬ 
porter of softwood lumber 
to China,” the board said.

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Vegas gets a new hot spot 



The last major Las Vegas 
resort approved before the 
Great Recession will have 
to lure thousands of gam¬ 
blers from established 
neighbours to survive after 
it opens today. 

The $3.9-billion US Cos¬ 
mopolitan of Las Vegas, 
built by a German invest¬ 
ment bank after its origi¬ 
nal developer defaulted, 
may have the hippest-ever 
TV commercials: Over a 
garage-rock soundtrack 
with a jazzy interlude, 
guests with crafty smiles 
stray across a landscape of 
shiny dance floors, sooth¬ 
ing guest rooms and tables 
laden with food and drink. 

But the 2,995-room Cos¬ 
mopolitan is entering a 
market that’s struggling. 
And analysts say that just 
to cover its debt, it will 
need to do better than 
even the top-performing 
Bellagio, its neighbour to 
the north with 3,933 
rooms and the same 
amount of casino space as 
Cosmopolitan. 

“If you take a look at 
eveiything that’s opened 
in recent years, these prop¬ 
erties have all struggled 


out of the gate,” said Bill 
Lerner, an analyst with 
Union Gaming Group. “I’m 
not sure why this will be 
different.” 

Tourism to Las Vegas 
has increased from the 
woeful days of 2008 and 


2009. And Lerner says the 
Cosmopolitan will get sig¬ 
nificant help from being 
owned by Deutsche Bank, 
which gave the project far 
lower interest rates and 
better terms than usual for 
commercial loans. 


The Cosmopolitan’s in¬ 
sides are designed to make 
people gawk. Video-screen 
columns cycling moving 
art greet visitors in the lob¬ 
by. Across the resort, 
guests can sip cocktails in¬ 
side a three-storey chande¬ 
lier. And its 13 restaurants 
(including an unmarked 
pizza joint) will offer 
world-class cuisine to 
please any New York food¬ 
ie. But the Cosmopolitan’s 
biggest trump on the com¬ 
petition might be its 
rooms, most of which offer 
spacious terraces with in¬ 
comparable views of Las 
Vegas. Most were planned 
as condominiums — big 
and with kitchenettes. 

The resort has enough 
gambling space to fill al¬ 
most two football fields, 
with some spots offering 
slot-side bottle service. It’ll 
have just a handful of bac¬ 
carat tables to start, even 
though the generally high- 
stakes game has held its 
popularity through the re¬ 
cession; Unwin said the 
Cosmopolitan’s gambling 
business will adapt to its 
customers.

According to Mark Mur¬ 
phy, author of Hard Goals: 
The Secrets to Getting 
from Where You Are to 
Where You Want to Be, “85 
per cent of New Year’s res¬ 
olutions are abandoned 
within 90 days of New 
Year’s.” 

For 2011, Murphy shows 
you how to stick with your 


goals by using some basic 
rules. He breaks them 
down into four subgroups: 
heartfelt, animated, re¬ 
quired and difficult. 

“A goal has to be heart¬ 
felt — you have to have 
some emotional connec¬ 
tion to it. It has to be ani¬ 
mated, in that we have to 
visualize it in our minds. 
Required means we need 
to feel some kind of ur¬ 
gency for it. And it has to 
be difficult, as we perform 




best when our brains are 
most awake,” he explains. 

These four categories 
add up to the most impor¬ 
tant goal, what Murphy de¬ 
scribes as a “hard goal.” 
These goals are highly 
achievable and keep a goal- 
setter motivated. 

“The interesting thing is 
that too often people view 
goal-setting as a one-shot 
endeavor,” Murphy says. 
“You set the goal, you for¬ 
get about it and you expect 
it to take care of itself 
How we feel when we ini¬ 
tially start a goal; that mo¬ 
tivation can wane.” 

Murphy also says that 
setting goals effectively 
can create happiness, or at 
least a more positive point 
of view. “Most people who 
are great achievers, once 
they hit a goal, they’re al¬ 
ways looking for a new 
goal,” he says. 

“We found that people 
who tend to be the happi¬ 
est are people who keep 
goals coming.”

Alumni associations can 
provide a wealth of con¬ 
tacts and resources for job 
hunters. Have you caught 
up with a college room¬ 
mate lately?

You could find a 
potential advocate for a tar¬ 
get employer. If not, you’ve

Volunteer your expertise.

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Slow & steady 
for a quick meal 


O Spare 15 minutes a few hours before you serve din¬ 
ner to create this pomegranate-rosemary brisket 


Sometimes, low and slow 
is the best way to deal 
with a dinner short on 
time. 

Even if dinner takes sev¬ 
eral hours to cook, but you 
don’t need to do an 5 d:hing 
to the food during that 
time, it might as well be a 
20-minute meal. 

That was the inspiration 
for this bold, rich roasted 


brisket with red wine jus. 

You start by bashing to¬ 
gether fresh rosemaiy, gar¬ 
lic, salt and black 
peppercorns. The blend is 
rubbed over a brisket. 

The meat is surrounded 
by mushroom caps, a quar¬ 
tered onion and a quar¬ 
tered pomegranate. Pop it 
in the oven and walk away. 

When the brisket is 


done, you set it onto a 
plate to rest, spoon the 
mushrooms around it, 
then strain the liquid in 
the pot. And that’s about 
it. The pomegranate 
breaks down during cook¬ 
ing, lending a tart-sweet 
flavour that complements 
the salty flavour of the 
meat.

I Heat oven to 150 C (300 
F). Drizzle oil over 
bottom of a Dutch oven. 

Using a mortar and 
peselte, spice grinder or 
small food prosessor, 
grind together salt, pep¬ 
percorns, rosemary and 
garlic until they form a 
coarse paste. 

3 Rub rosemary-garlic 
blend over bisket, then 
place meat in Dutch 
oven.

down side. Cover pot and 
roast for 2 to 2 1/2 hours 
or until meat is fork ten¬ 
der. 

Transfer brisket from pot 
to a serving platter.

Return liquid to 
pot and set over 
medium-high. Simmer 
until thickened, about 10 
minutes.

meat and mushrooms.

O Current evidence shows that grouping students 
based on their academic abilities may be detrimental 


“Grouping” by ability, or 
“tracking” or “streaming” 
means that students are 
placed into groups de¬ 
fined by their ability lev¬ 
els. 

Students may be 
grouped by ability either 
for a subject (for example 
for mathematics or read¬ 
ing) or for all or almost all 


their instruction. 

Students’ assignment 
to an ability group may be 
temporary, changing dur¬ 
ing the year, or relatively 
permanent. 

Advocates of grouping 
by ability claim that it can 
raise achievement stan¬ 
dards, since teachers can 
target their instruction 
and use resources more 
effectively. 

However, research has 
shown that grouping by 
ability can have adverse 
effects on students’ atti¬ 
tudes toward schooling 
and their self-esteem. 

Studies on ability 
grouping show in¬ 
equitable outcomes and 
social consequences. 

• It is very difficult to 
distinguish “ability” from 
“prior achievement.” 

• Use of grouping by 
ability is associated with 
worse overall student per¬ 
formance.

• Students placed in 
higher ability groups may 
perform better but stu¬ 
dents placed in lower abil¬ 
ity groups typically 
perform worse than in 
mixed ability groups. 

• There is a tendency 
for lower teacher expecta¬ 
tion and lower quality of 
instruction in lower abili¬ 
ty groups. 

• For students assigned 
to low-ability groups, 
there are negative effects 
on their self-esteem, moti¬ 
vation and attitudes to¬ 
ward schooling. 

Research suggests that 
students in non-grouped 
settings, especially for 
those with lower achieve¬ 
ment, have more healthy 
and positive attitudes to¬ 
ward school than students 
tend to have in grouped 
settings. 

Researchers advocate 
using mixed grouping as 
well as reducing ability 
grouping in schools, but 
more important is to fo¬ 
cus much attention on 
improving instruction 
and curriculum for stu¬ 
dents of all achievement 
levels.

Kavon Jones has taken an 
unconventional route to 
professional basketball. 

While most of his peers 
with the Halifax Rainmen 
have been on the court 
day-in and day-out for as 
long as they can remem¬ 
ber, Jones didn’t even suit 
up for his high school 
team, nor did he play his 
first game of organized 
basketball until he was 19. 

“I played basketball 
when I was younger — 
just pickup games with 
friends — but I didn’t take 
it seriously until 12th 
grade,” Jones said.

dominant he caught the 
eyes of National Junior 
College Athletic Associa¬ 
tion scouts. 

“He came out of 
nowhere,” recalled Rain¬ 
men owner Andre Lev- 
ingston. “Everybody was 
saying. Who is this kid?’ 
when he came onto the 
scene in New York.” 

He didn’t disappoint in 
two seasons at the NJCAA 
level, averaging 17.4 
points and 11 rebounds 
before moving on to the 
NAIA level at Oklahoma 
City University last sea¬ 
son, earning an all-confer¬ 
ence honourable mention 
with averages of 14.4 
points and 8.3 rebounds. 

But Jones said he “real¬ 
ly wasn’t digging the 
school thing,” so he 


jumped at the chance to 
join the Rainmen. 

Already nicknamed

O Could Lincoln’s new MKZ Hybrid sedan be the most efficient luxury car in North America? 



A premium hybrid that’s 
worth the hybrid premium

Could the Lincoln MKZ be 
the poster child for deliver¬ 
ing hybrid technology at a 
down-to-earth price? 

Ford’s premium Lincoln 
division touts the new MKZ 
Hybrid sedan as the most 
efficient luxury car in 
North America and brags 
up its hj^er-extended fuel 
economy. And with a 
$43,750 price tag, this MKZ 
also happens to be one of 
the better buys out there. 

The hybrid version of 
the MKZ is new to the line¬ 
up for the 2011 model year, 
but its drive system was 
first installed in the Ford 


Fusion and Mercuiy Milan 
(upon which the MKZ is 
based) for the 2010 model 
year. At about 1,635 kilo¬ 
grams — about 225 kilo¬ 
grams lighter than 
Lincoln’s larger MKS sedan 
— the MKZ is an ideal plat¬ 
form to apply the hybrid 
magic wand. 

Of course, the MKZ has 
to look the part of an up¬ 
scale contender, and it real¬ 
ly does. It might be based 
on the humble Ford Fusion, 
but Lincoln’s designers 
have done a solid job 
sculpting a distinctive front 
end. A delicately creased 
hood and jewel-like wrap¬ 
around headlights frame 
the brand’s signature “wa¬ 


terfall” grille. The taillights 
and trunk lid have also 
been dressed up with the 
Lincoln touch. 

The icing on the cake is 
a cool set of nine-spoke 17- 
inch alloy wheels that have 
been fitted with special 
low-rolling-resistance tires. 

You might expect that 
Lincoln would scrimp a bit 
on the Hybrid’s interior 
content to maintain price 
parity with its V6 gas-pow¬ 
ered stablemate. 

Not at all, actually. This 
MKZ offers up standard 
genuine walnut or ash 
wood trim plus leather-cov¬ 
ered seats that are power- 
adjustable (with memoiy 
settings) and heated and 


cooled in front. 

There are also standard 
backup sensors as well as 
Ford’s Microsoft-powered, 
voice-activated Sync system 
that controls a number of 
communication, entertain¬ 
ment and climate-control 
functions. 

Other unique standard 
features include a capless 
fuel filler that makes top¬ 
ping up a one-handed af¬ 
fair, while a keyless entiy 
pad is handy if you’re head¬ 
ing to the beach or out for a 
jog and don’t want to bring 
a set of keys along. 

Optional is a power sun¬ 
roof, voice-activated navi¬ 
gation system, keyless 
remote start, rear-view 


camera, blind-spot warning 
alert and a premium THX- 
brand audio package. 

The Hybrid powertrain 
consists of a 156-horsepow- 
er 2.5-litre four-cylinder en¬ 
gine assisted by a 
40-horsepower electric mo¬ 
tor. 

The net power output is 
191 horses directed to the 
front wheels via a continu¬ 
ously variable transmission 
(CVT). 

If the MKZ Hybrid catch¬ 
es on — and it’s tough to 
see how it won’t — you can 
expect other automakers to 
tiy and match this Lin¬ 
coln’s impressive fuel econ¬ 
omy, features and price 
point.

T here’s more to a vehi¬ 
cle than metal. And 
chances are if it’s not 
metal, it’s something 
created from petroleum — 
like plastic trim and poly¬ 
ester fibre. 

But times are a 
changing. 

Consider this quote on 
Ford’s website, attributed to 
Cynthia Flanigan, a techni¬ 
cal expert with Ford Plastics 
Research: “Whenever petro¬ 
leum-based materials exist 
— in plastic, rubber, foam, 
film or fabric — we are 
looking to minimize its pro¬ 
portion and replace it with 
a sustainable material.” 

A “sustainable material” 
would either be a plant- 
based material and/or a re¬ 
cycled material. 

Ford has been using soy- 
based foam for car seats for 


a few years now (starting on 
the 2007 Mustang). It re¬ 
cently expanded its soy- 
foam portfolio to the 
industiy’s first soy-foam 
headliner on the 2010 Es¬ 
cape. 

And among Ford’s recy¬ 
cled materials initiatives are 
seat fabrics made with vaiy- 
ing degrees of post-industri¬ 
al yams, suede-like material 
created from plastic pop 
bottles (Taums SHO and Lin¬ 
coln MKZ), and sound dead¬ 
ening and carpet backing 
fashioned in part from old 
blue jeans (2012 Focus). 

While recycling efforts 
are useful and necessaiy, 
the cooler science projects 
are happening with non-tra- 
ditional materials, such as 
plants. 

Consider the recently an¬ 
nounced BamBoo, which 


Rinspeed, a Swiss auto de¬ 
sign firm, will unveil at this 
spring’s Geneva auto show. 
It’s called BamBoo because 
many interior components 
are made from bamboo fi¬ 
bre. 

Rinspeed’s press release 
says the open-top electric- 
powered concept car “awak¬ 
ens the longing for sun and 
summer; for lightness and 
easiness; and the desire to 
be at the beach.” 

And it gets better: “It is a 
reminiscence of the 70s, of 
the south of France and St. 
Tropez. And one would ex¬ 
pect to find Brigitte Bardot 
behind the wheel with play¬ 
boy Gunther Sachs at her 
side heading toward Tahiti 
beach.” 

Rinspeed figures that 
retro and greeness go good 
together, like wine and 
cheese, claiming that its 
old-new design creations 
are about channeling “the 
yearning to get back to the 
roots, paired with the ab¬ 
solute desire to be in har¬ 
mony with creation.” 

May be a highfalutin way 
of expressing the senti¬ 
ment, but probably not a to¬ 
tally off-base one for a lot of 
people.
